immigration Policy 


MOST CANADIANS ARE AWARE that the population has increased 
greatly through immigration in the years since the war. Actually more 
than 500,000 immigrants have come ‘to Canada since 1946. Of these, 193,- 
775 were from the United Kingdom, 108,000 from Northern Europe, nearly 
50,000 from the United States and 208,246 from other countries. It has 
recently been announced that in the first eleven months of 1951, 174,000 
immigrants arrived in Canada from other countries. This was the largest 
number to come in any one year since 1913 when there was a record total 
of 400,000 immigrants. It was expected that in 1951 the number would 
reach about 150,000, but .that figure was-exceeded; and a: further 20,000 
residents of Great Britain were awaiting passage to Canada at the end 
of the year, ;

Ps Many of the newcomers are skilled workers, some 
Have Filled having been brought here by industries to fill needs 
for personnel in plants and factories. Others have 
Many Needs come to work on construction projects, to go on the 
land or to find work in the cities. Whatever their callings, these new. citi- 
zens have helped to swell Canada’s population to 14,000,000 and have filled 
many needs for additional workers across the country. Immigration 
authorities report that the majority of these people travelled to this 
country on their own resources or with the help of the Canadian govern- 
mént under a program inaugurated to encourage immigration to Canada. 
* * * * * ’ 

nm Some interesting facts regarding Canada’s post-war im- 
Fit Into migration policy are: contained in the last edition of the 
Life Here Canada Year Book. The policy is summed up as being 
“to ensure the careful selection and permanent settlement 
‘in Canada of such immigrants as can be absorbed advantageously into tho 
national economy.” There is growing need for skilled workers in Canada's 
expanding industries and on the farms, and it is expected that there will 
again be a large- number of immigrants entering. Canada in the coming 
year. Arrangements have already been made to provide facilities for air 
and sea transportation for many from the United Kingdom. No estimates 
have yet been’given for the coming year, but the present general policy 
will be continued and no doubt a large number of new citizens will be 
absorbed into the life of the country as the year progresses. The last 
great period of immigration, which took place in the years just before the 
First World War, was at a time of great expansion in Canada and it would 
appear that the high rate of immigration at the present time is also ac- 
companying a period of rapid development, perhaps greater than that which 

took place in the early years of the present century.

Grain Drying 
Crews May 
Enter Canada 


OTTAWA.—U.S. grain drying 
crews may bring their equip- 
ment into Canada duty frée un- 
til June 30, 1952. Nationdl ‘rey. 
enue department officials said, 


An order has gone out from the 
department to customs officials at 
ports of entry in western Canada an- 
nouncing that because of the damp 
grain situation on the prairies, dry- 
ing equipment and crews would be 
allowed to enter Canada under tem- 
porary admission orders, without.a 
deposit or bond, a 

Department officials also indicated 
that any farmers who brought ’com- 
mercial grain dryers into Canada 
earlier this winter under the govern- 
ments pro-rata duty plan, will now 
be eligible to have any duty they 
paid, remitted, 

Last Nov. 21, Hon. J, McCann, rev- 
enue minister, outlined a plan fn the 
commons, whereby commercial dry- 
ers could be brought in by individual 
farmers on a six-month temporary 
basis, by paying one-sixtieth of the, 
duty ordinarily payable, for each 
month the dryer remained in Canada. 
Minimum payment was $25 in each 
case, and the understanding was that 
the dryers were being leased or rent- 
ed, not purchased outright. 

It was learned that the cabinet 
later changed its views about this, 
and because of the seriousness of the 
situation. are now prepared to con- 
sider rémitting any duty which may 
have been ‘paid by any farmer under 
the above plan. The revenue depart- 
ment has no record of hpsw many 
dryers ‘were brought in under the 
pro-rata duty scheme.

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RECENT REPORTS on the cash income of farmers in the past year 
show that returns from -the sale ‘ farm ‘products was the highest on 
record. Like all other Canadians, farmers have faced higher living costs 
and higher production costs in recent years, and much of the increased 
income is absorbed-in these.“ It is, however, encouraging for farmers to 
receive prices for their products in keeping with the price levels of other 
commodities. The cash income for farmers in 1951 totalled $2,819,400,000 


according to the report of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, and this 
figure was twenty-eight per cent. higher than the earnings for 1950, which 


were $2,223,000,000.

Higher prices for livestock was one of the factors 
Reasons For contributing to the incréased cash income. Pay- 
. ments by the Canadian Wheat Board and the fact 
Higher Figure that vitech of the previous year’s grain crop was 
marketed in the spring also contributed to the rise in income. In addition 
some Prairie farmers shared in payments of $10,400,000 made by the fed- 
eral government under -the Prairie Farms Assistance Act, in cases where 
drought and other hazards had impaired the crops. Saskatchewan farmers 
were second among those of all the provinces in the amount of cash income 
received. Ontario came first with $793,192,000, while Saskatchewan fol- 
lowed with $622,002,000.

Alberta was in third place among the provinces, cash 
Most Wheat income for farm products there being $467,380,000. 
Quebec, Manitoba and British Columbia were next, 
For Export followed by the Maritime proyinces. In all cases 
there were substantial gains over the figures for the previous year, At the 
beginning of the 1952 crop year, prospects are again good for continued 
high returns for farm products, In January, 1952, Canada was reported\to 
have more wheat for export than any other country and at the same time, 
world demand was strong, and expected to’remain so. Prospects for sus- 
tained prices for most other farm products also appear favourable at this 
time, and there is reason to hope that cash income levels for Canadian 
farmers will continue to be. high throughout the coming year.

\Manitoba Scientists Find

of Associated Screen Studios’ Febru- 
ary Canadian Cameo short ‘subject? 
The Roaring Game. 

This is the first time that a motion 
picture has been produced on curling, 
and it A’ppropriately features Ken 
Watson, of Winnipeg, or as he is 
known to curlers on this continent, 
“Mr. Curler”. One of the world’s 
outstanding curlers, Watson has 
thrice skipped rinks to Canadian 
Curling Championships. y 

This old-world game has_ been 
adapted to the pace of the new, and 
today it is a fast-moving, exciting 
sport that has swept across the 
northern half of the North American 
continent. In westera Canada, par- 
ticularly, the craze has been great- 
est, Out on the. prairies, they start 
curling at a very tender age, and 
Regina boasts of the largest juvenile 
curling group in the country, known 
as the “Jam Tin League”. This odd 
title derives from the fact that the 
young players make their own 
“stones” out of concrete-filled 5-lb,- 
jam tins. The picture mentions that 
the curling fraternity now numbers 


in the hundreds of thousands, which 
all adds up to the startling fact that 
there are more curlers than golfers 
in Canada! 

A flashback in The Roaring Game 
shows quarrying operations in the 
isle of Ailsa Craig, the only spot in 
the world where suitable granite for 
curling stones is fourfd. The camera 
reveals that the pieces of blasted 
rock are chosen for their fine grain 
and uniform texture, their toughness 
and their evenness of colour, while 
techniques handed down from gener- 
ation to generation, produce. each 
year over two thousand pairs of 
stones. 

This motion picture had its world 
premiere in Winnipeg late in January 
during the playing of the Annual 
Manitoba Bonspiel, and hundreds of 
Bonspiel participants attended its 
showing. 

Direction of The Roaring Game 
was handled by Gordon Sparling, 
while the script was written by Asso- 
ciated Screen Sfudio film. director, 
John McDougall, a curler of no mean 
repute himself. The musical, score 
which has a delightful Scottish motif 
was written by Lucio Agostini, cele- 
brated Canadian musician. 


- Solution To Problem Of * 


New Wheat Rust 15B 


WINNIPEG.—Plant scientists for years have been searching 
for a solution to race 15B, a new and dreaded wheat rust threaten- 
ing prairie crops. Manitoba experimenters say they have found 
the answer — in their own backyard. 

Experiments are conducted under, to face plant scientists. Rusts like 


the direction of Dr. R. F. Peterson 
in charge of the laboratory of cereal 
breeding at nearby Fort Garry. It 
may take two years to develop wheat 
strains to combat the new red 
scourge. 

If weather conditions favor rust 
development during’ the next two 
years the west may again see rusted 
wheat crops comparable or worse 
than those of 1935. Rust in 1935 is 
estimated to have cost ‘eastern prai- 
rie farmers 87,000,000 ‘bushels of 
wheat, worth at today’s prices nearly 
$175,000,000. 

Manitoba researchers in developing 
a wheat strain to combat the new 
rust used McMurachy. wheat first 
discovered in. a field at Pipestone, 
Man., about 50 miles southwest of 
Brandon. After a series of crossing 
McMurachy with other types —Ex- 
changé, Thatcher and Redman—it 
was tested for milling qualities and 
its resistance to rust. | 

The result was not a good milling 
grade but it was able to resist race 
15B. By crossing the new wheat 
with good milling brands, scientists 
have bred new strains which pass all 


| tests. 


The new wheats are of the same 
general type as Redmian and Thatch- 
er and the same color. Farmers will 
notice little difference. 

But time remains an important 
factor. Many months must pass be- 
fore sufficient seed can be made avail- 
able to grain growers. Large-scale 
tests must be made, before milling and

For some reason 
fields sowed early escaped rust and 
yielded well, 

Canadian wheat is the last on the 
continent to be planted. It is a ready 
target for rust spores riding air cur- 
rents from the south: Spores have 
heen trapped as high as 20,000 feet.

OTTAWA, Feb. 25»— Canada’s 
thriving $2,000,000,000 livestock in- 
dustry was struck‘a crippling blow 
Monday with announcement of an 
outbreak of dreaded foot-and- 
mouth dis@ase in southern Sask. 


The effects were immediate and 
widespread. The United States, Ca- 
nada’s main export outlet, banned 
imports of Canadian cattle, hogs, 
sheep .and goats and meat from 
these animals. This halted an ex- 
port trade which last year totalled 
$130,000,000.. Canadian officials 
planned to ask the United States 
to ease restrictions, but there was 
doubt they would succeed.
